HAT Hongkong is to be represent- 

ed by His Excellency the Governor 

at this week’s highly important Singa- 
_pore.conference called by Mr Malcolm 
Macdonald is becoming and gives cause 
for satisfaction.

Laundkesses 


Should Follow: 
These Ideas 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


IT’S o pity that washbowl 
laundry is only too often a 
slap-dash affair, because that 
type of Inundering 1s what 
many a business girl has to 
put up with, not . to mention 
travellers and housewives who 
must make the best of cramp- 
ed living space. A little extra 
care and a bit more than just 
n box of soap flakes, can make 
all the difference in the world, 
and make for garments that 
look as bright, as smooth and 
finished as a full-scale opera- 


tion. : 
Woshing Aids 

Water softeners, bluings, 
blenches and starches can be 
used in a washbowl just os in 
a washing machine, ond they 
should be. Dirt comes out 
much faster, with.less_ rub- 
bing, if water {ts soflenod, Use 
a water softener sultable for 
fine fobrics, and add “before 
‘Soup (or use a synthetic . de- 
tergent). As clothes dried in- 
doors may yellow, use a 
bluing. There are sonp-flake 
vorictics that, added to the 
suds, save an extra bluing 
operation. To keep white cot- 
tons from turning gray, add a 
chlorine bleach to the wash 
water. Follow label directions 
to the letter, ‘The manufac- 
turer hos spent time and 
money on working ‘these out. 
Starch all cottons you want to 
look crisp after washing and 
rinsing, using ao prepared 
starch. 


Water Temperature 


As for the gencral washing 
directions, don’t soap any gar- 
ments, exceot heavily-soiled 
wool socks, Make a thick suds 
from “mild soap ‘or synthetic 
detergent. Water os hot as the 
hands can bear: Is the ticket 
for white cottons. For colour- 
ed cottons use warm water. 
Woollens take tepid water, 
while lukewarm water is pro- 
per for rayon, nylon and silk, 
And, whatever the fabric, be 
sure to keep wash water and 
tinse water the same tempera- 
ture. ‘ ; 

Work quickly and lightly, 
always squeezing suds through 
ferment, never .rubbing, twist- 
ing and pulling. Since a wash- 
howl's capacity js so limited, 
you mny have to use more 
{hon one suds to get a gar 
ment thoroughly clean, This 
is the utumbling block’ over 
which most -washbowl:  laun- 
dresses stumble! Use a _ soft, 
clean brush and thick suds on 
any bndly soiled portions, such 
an a neck-band. 

Don’t Wring 

A second suds is needed for 
hard or rusty water. Use at 
least two rinses or, best,, con- 
tinue rinsing until water Ss 
absolutely clear. Don't  Ict 
clothes stand In the water. Do 
not rinse, pull or twist . and, 
above ali, work quickly. 
Squeeze water out by rolling 
ina clean Turkish towel and 
Kneading to .remove (excess 


{moisture before -hanging to 


dry. Remember always, . that 
wringing distorts fine fabrics 
and only.adds wrinkles. “Do 
not Jeave coloured rayons in

Att Abrahams’ bets were 
made in telegrams sent. by 
h'm or on his beholf, from 
the racccourso Post Office 
where only skilled and ex- 
perlenced officials were em- 
ployed. 

It soon became = apparent 
that if there was u trick it 
could only have been perpetrat- 
ed In collusion with one of 
tne Post Oflce staff. 

So they iInvestigdted the 
netivities and personally of 
every telcgraphist on duty at 
a racecourse at which Mr 
Abrahams had been operatins, 
with particular attention to 
those occasions on which Mr 
Abrahams had been ecxoeption- 
ally successful.

HarVey had Bec employed 
ln the Post OMMete for many 
years ond he bore the highest 
character, Indeed, not the 
faintést breath , of suspicion 
hod ever attached to him; but a 
inute examination of his at- 
tendances mevealed = circum- 
tances which were, to cay the 
least, suspicious.

When Harvey was In the 
Post Office while Abrahams 
was betting on the course, 
Abrahams almost invariably 
won; when Harvey was absent 
Abrahams almost invariably 
lost. " 

Abrahams’ aceounts witn 
the Services Parl-Mutuel Ltd. 
showed that between Decem~ 
ber, 1033, and June, 1934, there 
had been 57 racing days, Of 
these Harvey had 70t been on 
duty, for 46 days, and Mr 
Abrahams’ betting account 
showed a lovs of £263. On 
{he 11 days when Harvey had 
been on duty, Abrahams had 
won 33 bets out of 37, and 
made a profit of £679, 

Abrahams also betted with a 
bookmaker named Dey. Be- 
tween June, 1934, and February, 
1936, there had been 134 racing 
days on which Abrahams had 
made bets with him. 

Harvey hod_been on duty on 
14 occasions, During his absence 
Abrahams’ account showed 2 
loss of £137, but. duing those 
14 days Abrahams had made 32 
bets, won 29, and made a profit 
of £394. ‘

From the bookmakers’ polat

Imow Abrahams, had never 

even seen him, and there was 

not the faintest evidence that 
his statement was untrue. 


- Never alone 


Mone was to follow. It was 
discovered that Harvey was 
never alone in the telegraph 
oMce and all the other chrks 
working with him were equally 
beyond: suspicion. . 

Each was interrogated; all 
were unanimous that it was 
absolutely {mposstble for Har- 
vey or anybody else to tamper 
with a telegram after It was 
handed in. ‘ 

There was only one discovery 
that might séem important On 
the actual telegrams the horses’ 
names, unlike the body of the 
message, had been written um 
printed choracters and, there- 
fore, might have becn inserted 
later than the other portlons, 

But even this was not un- 
common. It is quite usual for 
punters to Ieave the name = of 
the horse relected to the last 
moment before dispatch. 

But the bookmakers were far 
from satisfied of Abrahams! 
and Harvey's honesty. They 
believed a swindie had been 
worked like thie: * : 

Abrohams handed in a tele- 
gram with the horse's name 
in blank, and the ‘clogram 
would be duly stamped with 
the preciso moment of ac- 
ceptance. 

Harvey would then Keep his 
eye on a confederate, who, in 
his turn, could see the winning 
post, . 


Easy theory 


Tho confederate would signal 
the winning horsa #e Harvey, 
who would insert the name in 
the blank space, 

The theory was, of course, 
easy to form, but much more 
dificult to prove; direct 
evidence would be ‘required to 
establish guch an ingenious 
fraud. . 

Now, another small incident 

waa discovered that might tucn 
out to be importunt, Abrahams 
had made a substantial bot 
through Harvey and ‘had lost, 
dut subsequent inquiries ¢s- 
tablished the fact that tho loss 
had been out of the usual 
course of events. 
, The horse specified in the 
telegram had been the first to 
pass the winning st, but, 
dubseauently had nm dig. 
qualified on an objection, 

A contederate watching the 
race would, of course, have 
been unawaro of the objection 
when he signalled to Harvey. 

At Jeast it was a possibility, 
although perhaps just one 
more coincidence. 

Another dlMculty ‘was the 
absence of motive. As a rule 
people do not renter into a 
conspiracy except to make 
money, and there was not the 
rliightest Indication thot Har- 
vey ever received a penny of 
Abrahams’ winnings. 


Every time 


More inquiries were made and 
it was eventually discovered 
that every timo the bookmakers 
had gent a cheque to Abrahams 
or his nominocs, the whole, 
or on substantial amount, had 
found its way into Abrahams’ 
banking account. 

Abrahams had then drawn a 
bearer cheque in hk own 
favour, weceiving in exchange 
either £1 or £5 notes, 

All the £5 notes wero traced, 
and thero could be found not 
the allghtest indication that 
of tk money found Its 
way Into Harvey's pockot unttl, 
mt the end of tive inquiries, one 
suspicioug note turned up. .

Despite the inconclusive 
evidence, the bookmakers wero 
sotisied that they had been 
defrauded, and brought thetr 
action, which was tricd beforo 
Mr Justice Lawrence and a 
spocial jury. 

From tho outect ft was 
apparent that the boolanakers 
needed a detective rather than 
an advocate. An advocate can- 
not make bricks without straw, 
and the facts put before mn 
amounted to litte more than 
grave suspicion, But suse 


Picton i9 not enough to support 


so serious a charge, and un- 
less somo new factor could be 
discovered, I was more than 
doubtful about the result. 

I presented the facts and 
when the plaintiffs’ case haa 
been completed we were no 
further forward. It was still 
only suspicion.

But Abrahams and Harvey 
had to reply to the charge— 
and Abrahams made one mis- 
take, a mistake which put his 
obaracter in a very different 
light to that suggested by his 
protestations, 

He wepudiated with the ut- 
most indignation any sugges 
tion that he had been guilty of 
fraud.’ But so anxious ‘was 
he to prove hig honesty and 
his great positfon on the Turt 
that he went too far. - 

“Why,” hie ‘sald, “these bets 
were nothing but ao bagatelle 
to me. in the past I havo won 
ae ee as £1,500 on a alngle 
et. 

The complacent arrogance of 
Abrahams was a gift from. the 
ods. I Icnew all about that 
Bet for £1,600 and, as he had 
introduced it, I was sllowed 
not only to cross-examine him 
about it, but also give direct 
evidence about the tric facts. 

T Began my cross-examina- 
ton: 


"Did you at one time carry:

When Abrohama left the box 
the case was not much moro 
advanced than when wo start 
ed. . It was most unlikely that 
Abrahams would be regarded 
as a truthful, or Indeed an 
honest, person, but wo had_ sect 
out to prove that he sd Har- 
vey were joint conspirators, 
and we had failed. Unless some 
admission coulg€ be obtained 
‘from Harvey our prospects of 
sucdess Were far from rosy. 


. Irreproachable 


Harvey was a witness of a 
different calibre, His character 
was = irreproachable. Witness 
after witness was called from 
the Post Office on his behalf 
to prove, not only his charac. 
ter, but that it wos physically 
Impossible for him to have 
manipulated the telegrams, 

In a volce.that appeared to 
carry complete conviction he 
swore that he did not know 
Abrahoms, and had never 
received a penny of his moncy. 
If there was any fraud, he 
sald, he, at least, was com- 
pletely innocent. 

Ho was asked to tok a pen 
and print the names of the 
winning horses so that his 
printings could be compared 
with the printed names ap- 
pearing on the telegrams. But 
there is all the difference in 
the. world Wetween words 
written In printed, characters 
and in ordinary handwriting, 
and we could ‘get but ttle 
further. ; 

He was shown the initials on 
thr £5 note, and swore 
without the slightest hesitation 
that they were not written by 
him, and that, as for ag ne 
knew, he had never seen tho 
note before. 

And_ then, 
the blue, came a_ discovery 
that altered the whole case, It 
was not advocacy that turned 
the scale—It was detection. 


Unusual 


When Harvey had first been 
examined by the police, in the 
carly stages of the inquiries, a 
long and detailed statement 
had been taken from him, In 
accordance with the usual 
practice ‘he had affixed his 
signature at the end, while 
every one 
pages bore his initials. 

That staterncnt was produced 
fn court, the initlals were 
examined, and I observed that 
the initials bore a somewhat 
unusual appearance. 

Harvey had placed ao dot 
after each initlal half-way up 
the letters, 

Excitedly we scanned each 
page of the statement. The 
dots were placed in preciscly 
the same place in every case. 


We sent for the £5 note. Ana! 


after cach letter’ of the initlals 
‘WwW. H." the dot appeared half- 
way up the letters, 
‘he case was virtually over. 
initials had been signed by 
Harvey on a note paid him by 
Abrahams. We had proved that 
they both shared in the pro- 
ceeds of Abrahams’ winnings. 
What before had been coin- 
had now become an 
obvious sequence of events, 
what hod been a suspicion, now 
became a certainty. 


Final result. 


Tho jury returned a verdict 
convicting both Abrahams and 
Harvey of a conspiracy to de- 
fraud, adding a rider to the 
effect that the main responm- 
bility lay with Abrahams. 

That the final result was 
correct I was uite satisfied;

restored both the situation 
and tho tempers of = those 
concerned In Algiers. 


On the following day, Nov. 
“11, {t was agreed that Darlan 
should send categorical _in- 
structions to the Toulon ficct 
to put to sea, and further 
messages were sent to the 
French Resident-General in 
Tuntsia, Admiral Esteva, {o 
join the Allies, 


Admiral Esteva was a_falth- 
ful servant of Vichy. He fol- 
lowed the cataract of events 
with mounting confusion and 
alarm.’ <As he was closer to 
the enemy in Sicily and on_his 
eastern frontier, his position 
was worse than that of cither 
Darlan or Nogues. His high 
subordinates ‘matched him in 
equal indecision. Alirendy on 
Noy, 9 units of the German Atr 
Foreo occupied the important 
airfield at El Aoulna. On Nov. 
13 German and Italian troops 
arrived in Tunisia. 


Ships idle 


Depressed ‘and wavering, 
Esteva clung to a formal al- 
legiance to Vichy, while the 
Axis forees in Tripolitanio 
were coming from the cast 
and the Allies hastened from 
the west.

Meanwhile 
United Stotes parachutiste had 
dropped at Youks~les- Bains 
on the 15th, and reached 
Gafsa also two days later. 


German strength 


Great dash ‘and enterprise 
hod been shown in gaining 
ground so fast, but now that 
the enemy were met the pace 
must slacken. The Germans 
had taken prompt measures, 
Thelr first. contingents arrived 
by air on Nov, 9, and soon two 
parachuto regiments and four 
battalions of reinforcements 
‘originally destined to reinforce 
Rommel sought to bar the way. 
By the end of the month the 
Axis forces in Tunisia amount- 
ed to 16,000 fighting troops, 
with 100 tanks, 60 field guns, 
and 30 anti-tank guns. Their 
dive-bombers, based on the 
good airfields: of Tunisia, were 
beginning to prove trouble- 
some, 


But already we had brought 
a relief to the Russian armies. 
During November the Germans 
withdrew 400 operational air- 
craft, mostly long-range bomb- 
ers, from the Eastern Front for 
uso in the Mediterranean. In 
this latter theatre,o quarter of 
the whole Germin Air Force 
was now deployed, as com- 
pared with only a twelfth 18 
months before. s

Britain Reduces Export.

Rumours of an impending ses shortago havo fed to sug- 
gestions that tho allocation system may be re-imposed. 


In the following review, based on authorita- 
tive sources, the supply and demand ‘ position is 
analysed and the conclusion reached that rearma- 
ment has not yet caused any appreciable rise in 
consumption. The major new factor is a certain 
increase in consumer buying. © 


Exports of steel are being limited in order to 
increase supplies to the home market. This step and 
the ro-crientation ‘of production, it is considered, 
should ensure industry at home — except in special

A dotailed 


allocation system is regarded as unnecessary. 


Home output of crude steel in 
the form of ingots and castings 
was forecast in the Economic 
Survey for 1950 at between 
15,750,000 and 16,000,000 tons, 

In fact, production in the first 
ten months of the year amounts 
to 13,427,000 tons (compared 
with 12, 814,000 tons in tho 
corresponding months of 1949). 
Since total out-put in 1994 was 
16,553,000 tons there js thus 
every expectation that the output 
for the year will excced 16,000,- 
000 tons and may, indeed, reacn 
16,250,000 tons—well over the 
upper limit of the forecast. 

The Survey did. not give the 
temuining items of tho supply 
side of the equation in dotall. 
Tt can, however, be deduced that 
imposts were estimated at about 
950,000 ingot tons, In fact they 
may not much exceed 600,000

EXPORT OBJECTIVE" 


Exports were expected to dee 
to some 3,000,000 ingot tons and 
this objective ds in sight. 
Although by far the greater part 
of the range of stecl products ls 
not controlled, the industry ac- 
copts and acts on the advice of 
the Government as to the 
directlon of cxports. 

Thus the confident expectation 
in the Survey tut “there will 
be a substantial increase in de- 
liveries to the Commonwealth" 
is being carried out. -. 

Since total supplies and ex- 
ports are at the forécast level, 
It follows that the quantity of 
steel available tor ome 
consumption Js also as expected, 
Play has been made in some 
quarters with ‘the fact that 
stocks of stecl in the hands of, 
consurhers, {cll during the first 
half-year, But this movement 
was anticipated In the Ecqnomic 
Survey. It was there envisaged 
that, if necessary, it should bo 
possible, without any dislocation 
or serious inconvenience, to run 
down consumers’ stocks by some 
300.000 finished tons, or some 
400,000 ingot tons, in the year, 
In fact the declinc in these 
stocks during tho first half-year 
was rather less than half this 
figure.
